He seems to have 
ouit each jo b voluntari ly* At only tv,o of these companies, namely, the 
CALIFORNIA SANITARY CANNING COBALT and TOWISAVER, INC., was there any 
independent recollection of him. The personnel departments of both of these 
concerns rated him as a good worker , with no thing de rogatory in his record* 
It appears that he voluntarily quit the CALIFOKN IA SAN IT ARY ' "CANNING COMPANY 
with a sort of a grudge , claiming he w as being discriminated a ga i ns F~b e ca us e 
he is a N fegro . However, ! I who recalled him personally, said that 

there was nothing unusual in his quitting the job voluntarily, as this hap- 
pens every day on the part of various employees, and he could recall nothing 
that subject particularly attributed the alleged discrimination to.
